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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This communication is responsive to After Final filed (in response to the Notice of 
Panel Decision mailed on 05/05/201 1) filed on 06/06/201 1 . 

2. Claims 1 -1 5, 21 -29, and 42-49 are canceled. Claims 1 6-20, and 30-41 are 
presented for examination. 

Priority 

3. Applicant's claim for the benefit of a prior-filed application (the present application 
is US National stage application of PCT/US04/04854, filed on February 20, 2004, which 
claims priority to US Provisional Application No. 60/449,514 filed on February 21 , 2003) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(e) is acknowledged and the priority date is February 21 , 2003. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicants have canceled all the rejected claims and leave only the allowed 
claims. Therefore, the rejection is withdrawn in view of the cancellation of all the 
rejected claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1 6-20 and 30-41 are allowed over a prior art. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 6-20 
and 30-41 are considered allowable since reading the claims in light of the specification, 
none of the references of record alone or in combination disclose or suggest the 
combination of limitations specified in the independent claims, specifically:
